'O MANY KEEN STUDENTS of the supernatural 

film, the name of Vincent Price and Chris- 
topher Lee emerge as names to reckon with in 
regard to screen mayhem. The popularity of 
Price’s American and Lee's European films re- 
flect a healthy state in the current horror movie 
cycle. Though many of their films vary in qual- 
ity, it is no small credit to their unique talents 
that these undistinguished film efforts are en- 
hanced by their presence. And, in turn, their rep- 
utations remain untarnished. 

As we examine the fascinating careers and 
lives of both “Vincent the Invincible” and the 
“Sinister Mr. Lee,” several similarities come to 
focus. Both are tall men (standing 6 4”), Off- 
screen, both are quiet, gregarious and warm- 
hearted home-bodies. As a film critic so aptly 
commented: “When you think about it, all clas- 
sical villains are the epitome of dignity.” 

'INCENT Price, the “Merchant of Menace,” 

was born on May 27, 1911 in St. Louis, Mo., 
of well-to-do parents, After studying art at Yale 
and completing post-graduate work at Nurem- 
burg University, the 23-year-old youth found 
himself drawn to the theatre in London. As a 
result of a friendly bet, Price won a walk-on part 
in the play, “Chicago” (1934), at the famed 
Gate Theatre Club. “Instinctively, then,” Price 
reflected, “I knew that this was going to be my 
life’s work.” 

Encouraged by this small success, Price re- 
quested an audition for the role of the Prince 
Regent in the Gate Theatre's upcoming produc- 
tion of “Victoria Regina.” Despite the odds 
against an American’s playing such an important 
British role, Price’s performance was impressive 
enough to win him the part. Eventually, he re- 


peated this role in the Broadway production, 
which ran for three years. At the youthful age of 
24, the public and critics had christened Price a 


star. 

‘After a brief period at New York’s famed Mer- 
cury Theatre, he was signed by Universal Pic- 
tures for his first film, “Service Deluxe" (1938). 
Several pictures later, Price was cast in Uni- 
versal's Tower Of London" (1939), as the weak 
Duke of Clarence, who was ultimately murdered 
in а vat of wine by his maniacal brother, King 
Richard (played by Basil Rathbone). Also prom- 
inent in this impressive cast was Boris Karloff, 
as Mord, Richard's fiendish executioner. 

Later that year, Price tested for "The Invisible 
Man Returns," a successful sequel to the earlier 
version. Price confessed: “Тһе director, Joe 
May, was intrigued by my speaking voice which, 
doubtless, aided my getting the part.” And 
though Price wasn’t seen until the-last five min- 
utes of the film, his appearance established him 
as the “Master of Terror.” (He later repeated 
this role in the last few minutes of “Abbott & 
Costello Meet Frankenstein,” nine years later.) 


FTER COMPLETING AN interesting version of 

Hawthorne’s “House Of The Seven Gables” 
(1940), Price signed a seven-year contract with 
20th Century-Fox, which enabled him to under- 
take villainous roles of a worldly, sophisticated 
nature outside the realm of the supernatural. 
One exception was “Dragonwyck” (1946). How- 
ever, it wasn’t until 1953 when he was cast as 
Henry Jarrod, the crazed sculptor, in ‘Warner 
Brothers’ “House Of Wax,” that Price became 
re-identified with а new generation as the 
“Sovereign of the Sinister.”

Recently, Price rated this movie classic as the 
only “real horror film” he’s ever made. He played 
a similar role the following year, when he ap- 
peared in Columbia’s “The Mad Ma; 
obvious take-off of “House Of Wax.” Price was 
inactive in the horror film category until 1957, 
when he was featured in “The Fly,” an excellent 
science-fiction thriller. 

In 1960, Price began his long association with 
American-International Pictures, which led to his 
appearing in a cycle of films’ based on the stories 
ot Edgar Allan Poe. Price was featured in movies 


such as “The House Of Usher,” “The Pit & The 
Pendulum,” “Tales Of Terror,” “The Raven” 
and “The Haunted Palace.” “It also gave me,” 
Price commented, “a terrific opportunity to work 
with those marvelous pros, Karloff, Chaney, 
Lorre and Rathbone.” 

Off-screen, Price still maintains an interest in 
art, and has a private collection worth over 
$1,000,000. Recently, he’s been associated with 
the Sears-Roebuck organization in connection 
with a mail order plan to make works of art 
available to every American. A versatile man,

Possibly, he’s one 
of the highest-paid lecturers in the country, too. 
Currently making a sequel to his previous “Dr. 
Goldfoot & The Bikini Machine” for American- 
International, Price admitted that he enjoys be-. 
ing a movie “bad guy,” and will continue to be 
one for as long as his fans desire. ^

ing versatility in recreating the classic screen 
monsters: Frankenstein's Monster, Count Dra- 
cula and the Mummy. 

Born in London on May 27, 1922 as Christo- 
pher Frank Carandini Lee, the 44-year-old actor 
revealed that like the screen-villain Dracula 
(whom he’s portrayed), he has noble blood in 
his veins, (On his mother’s side, Lee claims to 
be a direct descendant of the Borgias.) Lee ex- 
perienced a normal childhood by attending pub- 
lic schools, and later majored in the Classics at 
Wellington College. “I had no desire to be a 
horror actor in those days,” Lee remarked, “be- 
cause, unfortunately, children in England were- 
n't permitted to see spooky films, regardless of 
their ages.” 

Following college, Lee acquired an office job 
which was interrupted by World War II, at 
which time he found himself training to be a 
fighter pilot in the R.A.F, Because of his lin- 
guistic abilities, Lee was subsequently transfer- 
red to Military Intelligence. “The dramatic ex- 
periences that I encountered in Intelligence 
would be marvelous material for a movie,” Lee 
later commented.

EE'S DESIRE TO ACT was aroused following the 
war, when his cousin, who was Italy's Am- 
bassador to England, arranged an appointment 
between Lee and a representative for Twin Cit- 
jes Films.

“Your height, over six feet, is against you," de- 
clared the film maker. “You'll never become a 
film actor!” Despite these critical rebuffs, the

Eventually, 
Lee won a small, one-line part in his first film 
effort, “Corridor Of Mirrors.” 

Like Vincent Price, Lee subsequently appear- 
ed in a succession of small, villainous roles, Lee 
stated: “With a face like mine, I just had to be 
a villain!” As his credits multiplied, he won 
larger parts. in films such as “Hamlet,” “Capt. 
Horatio Hornblower,” “Moulin Rouge” and “A

Tale Of Two Cities." In 1957, when Bray Stu- 
dios, home of Hammer Films (which had been 
producing a series of inexpensive but profitable 
chillers), decided to film am elaborate, color 
adaption of the Shelley classic, “Curse of Frank- 
enstein,” Lee was one of the many actors who 
tested for the role of the Monster.

Because of the film’s excellent color photogra- 
phy, its rigid adherence to the original book, and 
the fine casting of Peter Cushing (whose talents 
have been identified with these thrillers ever

Despite the film’s high production 
qualities, similarities to the original Karloff film 
and Lee’s interesting make-up, the film was a 
disappointment to the purists, (Nevertheless, 
it did fill the box office coffers!)

A fluent linguist, Lee can dub his own voice 
for the export versions of his films. Another of 
his talents is his skillful swordsmanship, inherit- 
ed from his father, and which he used to ad- 
vantage in “Pirate Of Blood River.” A keen stu- 
dent of the fantasy and cinema, Lee expresses an 
ambition to play the central character in Hugo's 
“Man Who Laughs.” Unfortunately, he’s been 
unable to interest a British producer in backing 
it, Sitting in his beautiful study in Switzerland, 
Lee assumed a Dracula-like dignity and conclud- 
ed: “I think, eventually, ГІ find a backer in 
Europe. After all, didn’t a producer once tell me 
Га never be a successful actor because of my 
height?”
